In response to the Notice of Abandonment mailed June 26, 2001, Applicants respectfully 
request that the holding of abandonment be withdrawn and the application revived, because the 
transmittal letter which accompanied the application requested the Commissioner to charge the 
filing to Deposit Account No. 500799, and there were sufficient funds in said account to cover 
the fees to be charged. 
I. Facts

2) The Assignment Recordation Cover Sheet 

The application was filed together with the executed assignments of the applicants, 
and an Assignment Recordation Cover Sheet authorizing the commissioner to 
charge fees to Deposit Account No. 500799.
